The project site is a 90.53 acre parcel with approximately 839 feet of frontage along Littleton Road
(Route 110) In Westford, MA. A small portiou (6.87 acre) of the slte Is located In Chelmsford, MA
but will remaln In its existing condition as part of the proposed development. Historic uses of the site
indude a grave pit and stockpiling of soll at varlous locatlons. Access to the site Is currently
provided via an unpaved path at Llttleton Road and an unpaved, gated path that connects to South
Chelmsford Road. The existing site Is primarily flat with the exception of the large stock plles of
material within the deared area to the south. Run off from the stockplles has created an Isolated
vegetatlve wetland within the southern area of the site. The entire site drains to the bordering
vegetatlve wetlands to the west and east as well as the southeast. There Is a 350-foot Natlonal Grid
(formerly New England Power Company) Easement that runs across the project slie (Sectlon 3-
Project Site Flan Set).

The proposed development Is a 250 unlt apartment complex to be buiit in the vidnity of the former
gravel pit at the southerly portlon of the site In Westford. Proposed access Indudes a full-access
driveway on Litteton Road; emergency access to South Chelmsford Road via the existing gated path.
Amenltles Indude a proposed clubhouse with pool, walking paths, and detached garages. An
alternative bulld program of up to 268 apartment units Is also under consideration, as well as the
possibility of elther a 24-foot wide or 27-foot wide drlveway. As such, impacts of each build

alternative and driveway aiternative are presented in the summary of environmental impacts section of
this ENF (Section 4 — Architectural Drawing Sef).




A comprehensive traffic impact and access study has been completed for the project in accordance
with the Town’s guldelines and Is provided as Section 5. Based on Initial consultation with the Town
and MassHighway, the Proponent will widen Littleton Road to accommodate an exdusive left-turn
lane at the driveway and to provide 3-foot paved shoulders for bicycle accommodation. Adequate
capadly is projected along Littleton Road to accommodate slte traffic under elther the 250 or 268 unit
development alternatives.

A proposed wastewater system will be deslgned to treat an average wastewater flow of approximately
44,220 gallons per day, based on 268 units, through biological and mechanical processes. Treated
effluent discharged to the groundwater from the wastewater treatment system will meet the Minor
Groundwater Discharge Permit standards set by the Department of Environmental Protection under
Title V and Include disinfection. Any sollds generated from the wastewater treatment process,
estimated to be less than an average of 25 pounds per day, will be removed from the site.

The proposed project Impacts on Borderlng Vegetated Wetlands (BVW) and Non-State Jurisdictional
Wetlands (NOI required). There are two foreseeable aliernatives that will vary the amount of wetland
Impact. The first alternative involves a 24-foot wide access drive while the second Involves a 27-foot
wlde access drive. Currently, the 24-foot wide access drive Is being proposed by the applicant. This
alternative will Impact an approximate total of 4,994 square feet of Bordering Vegetated Wetlands
(BVW), which will not require an Army Corps Permit. The Impact of approximately 4,336 square feet
of BVW disturbance Is along the entry road and 658 square feet Is from approximately wetland flag
A105 to approxlmately wetland flag A115. A wetland replication area of approximately 7,500+/-
square feet Is proposed with a slope of 3:1 (Sectlon 3- Project Site plan Set, Sectlon 6.0-Wetland
Impact Plan (24’ road) & Sectlon 6.1-Wetland Impact Flan (27’ road). The impact of 6,013 square
Teet total of Non-State Jurisdictional wetland area of filling Is scatted within this slte. The increased
(27-Tfoot wide) driveway alternative would Impact an approximate total of 9,016 square feet of
Bordering Vegetated Wetland (BVW) and would require an Army Corps Permit.

The Stormwater Quality Design for this site will primarlly be concerned with removing sediment,
trash and other debris from the runoff prior to discharge to the wetlands. The standard used In the
State of Massachusetts Is a removal of 80% of the Total Suspended Sollds (TSS) prior to discharge.
Stormwater Rate of Runoff for this site will Indude Best Management Practices (BMIPs) that
temporarily store the runoff and release the stormwater at a controlled rate, such as detention baslns.
The project does not Increase the rate of runoff in the proposed development scenario verses the pre-
development scenarlo. A combination of stormwater management devices will be utlilzed to treat and
detaln run off for the proposed site. A Dralnage Report summary has been submitted to the Town of
Waestford and Is provided as Section 7-Dralnage Report Summary.
